ADDS WORD OR TWO 


National Convention Date 
Will Be Determined 
Late Today. 


Chicivgo, Jan. II.—^Whcn the progres- 
sive national committee Ava« called to 
order today a telegram of greeting from 
Theodore Roosevelt, standard bearer of 
the party in the 1912 election, was read. 
In it Col. Roosevelt emphasized the need 
of preparedness not 
alone in 
martial 
•ways but of the soul and spirit of the , 
citizens of the nation. 
\ 


The message was received with ap- 
plause by the committeemen and Avas 
followed by the 
reading 
of 
messages 
from other 
leaders, 
including 
Hiram 
Johnson, governor of California, and Al- 
bert J. Beveridge, forme-r senator from 
Indiana. 
The message from Col. Roose- 
velt follows: 


I send you my hearty greetings. 
We, 
as a country, are facing a great world 
crisis in which for the 
last 
eighteen 
months this nation has fallen far short 
of its duty both to its own people and to 
the law-abiding and justice-loving na- 
tions of mankind. 


"There is crying need that we shall 
cast aside all purely partisaji considera- 
tions and diere^rd all but,the. vital is- 
sues affecting the national life and shall 
strive whole-heartedly for sound Airierf 
icanism which „shall, insiajt^^at • ¿e^^^^ 
man who is within our bprders shall be 
an American .and.^pthing else. . -,.

The suicide's body was well clothed, 
though the apparel had become much 
befouled by the water. 
The man wore 
a blue eei"ge suit, a light colored over- 
coat and a laundered shirt 
with a 
plaited bosom. 
The shoes were almost 
new and bore new rubber slip-ons. The 
collar and necktie had been removed to 
make way for the noose and with the 
man's gloves M-ere found in his pockets. 
Also in the poekèts Coroner 
McAtdle 
found a cheap watch and fob, five pen- 
nies and a penknife. 
The watch had 
stopped at 8:40 o'clock. 


That the body had been in the wa- 
ter for almost if not quite a week is 
indicated by the timé of Rumsèy's dis- 
appearance, but the remains were not in 
bad condition, owing probably to the 
icy condition of the water. 


Well Known to Landlord O'Dowd. 
Thomas J. O'Dowd, proprietor of the 
^Rich hotel, Avho was mentioned in the 
man's note as thé local tti&h who should 
be notified said that Mr, Rumsey had 
liot been setíh gibout the hotel' since last 
Tuesday mórt^ing, Januáry 4. 
He ate 
breakfast and left soon. 
He registered 
at the hotel December 28, 1915. 


The 
man seemed to be 
downcast 
about something ever since he arrived 
in the city according to Mr. O'Dowd, 
who became acquainted with the man 
fifteen years ago. 
However, he had not 
visited Fort Wayne for ten or twelve 
years said Mr. O'Dowd and when he en- 
gaged the room he told the proprietor 
that he did not know how long he 
would remain but it would be several 
Weeks at the least. 


Rumsey .was a 
traveling 
salesman 
and sold literature. 
Mr. O'Dowfl is cer- 
tain that the man named Wooling men' 
tioned in the dead man's messages is 
the man for whom he worked.

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Fort Wayne Trade Gain 


Retail sales by leading merchants in si.^ representative lines oi 
business in Fort WajTie shoAved an average increase of 18 per cent, 
for the month of November just past over the figures for November, 
1914, according to statistics gathered for the annual inercbaiidiaiagi 
report of the Associated Advertising Clubs of the World. It is worth 
while noting tliat these figures are for a period before the coming of 
the real holiday trade, when buying is stimulated by the nearness of 
the Christmas season. Rather they show the upward tendency of 
trade in a normal business month. 
, 


Average figures for the entire United States as collected by the 
same authority show the increase to.be 16 per cent., so that Port 
AVayne is fortunate in having enjoyed a ratio of business better than 
the general showing made by retailers of the country. In order to 
reach the average of 18 per cent., also, it is evident that the achieve- 
ment of many of the merchants must have been in excess of that fig- 
ure. Still another element of interest in the question is the excep- 
tional showing made by the jewelry trade, their total sales forging 
far ahead of the 18 per cent, average. The plain deduction is the 
presence of an unusual degree of prosperity, for the wares of the 
jcAveler are unusually ranked a!^ luxuries, and people as a rule buy 
luxuries only when they feel themselves in financial position to do 
so without curtailing on actual necessities. 


In the collection of its information the advertising climbs' organi- 
zation was actuated onlj'- by a desirp to arrive at the exact state of 
affairs, and the figures maj^ be accepted as in every way as trust- 
worthy as it is possible to secllve. It came to Fort Wayne as one of 
the representative trade centers of the middle west, and what it 
found here is a matter upon which the city may well be congratulated. 


The effort to secure some thousands of signatures which the flood 
prevention petitions still lack, and which they mu^t have if there is 
to be any action towax-d the elimination of the danger of high water 
under the present law, is to be renewed at the primary polling place?

If it fails, there does not now appear any 
prospect whatever of flood prevention measures until the enactmeiit 
of a new state law opens the way to easier accomplishment. The need 
of flood prevention is everywhere recognized. If the tax-payers are in 
earnest in desiring it, they are shortly to have an opportunity to dem- 
onstrate that fact. If they fail to do so, we may fully expect another 
protracted period in which «imply nothing will be done to impirove 
conditions. 


Dan McDonald, long a conspicuous and much-loved figure in 
Northern Indiana newspaperdom, is dead at his home in Chicago, 
where he has resided since his removal from Plymouth some two 
years ago. For thirty years Mr. McDonald was editor of the Ply- 
mouth Democrat, and in his death there passes another of the veter- 
aixs of the old school of editors who had largely .to do with the de^ 
velopment of Northern Indiatia, and who gave of his best to its life 
and its progress. In addition Mr. McDonald was prominent in the 
Masonic fraternity, a profound student of its history and a prolific 
writer upon Masonic topics. His career was a long and useful one, 
and his death will cast the iiliadow 'of a real sorrow upon the hearts of 
many thousands who knew him and esteemed him. 


On the witness stand in a suit for divorte brought by his wife, a 
prominent Indianapolis attorney declared that Bcaudal-montgers had 
wrecked his hqme, and that but for their malignant-tongued and 
wholly untruthful gossip he and bis wife wpuld have continued to 
live happily.

Out in California, where a compara- 
tively rnsw tax law is in operation, a 
law which provides for 
raising 
state 
revenues from sources separate 
from 
the sources of local revenues, the lo- 
cal taxeg being largely on lands, it is 
understood a movement ia on to sub- 
mit to the voters under the referen- 
dum 
a proposed 
land site 
tax 
bill, 
"iVhile it has been sajd that the separa- 
tion of state and local revenues 
and 
cilassiiicii.tion of taxable has worked in 
California much better than the gen- 
eral property tax plan, there seems .to 
be a strong demand for new "steps along 
the line toward the single tax theory. 


The general idea of the 
land 
site 
tax system is to lower tlie tax rate 
on improvements and to increase the 
tax on lands. 
It is held that the re- 
sults of lubor applied to land sboiiild 
not be taxed; that to 
tax 
improve- 
ments is to tax industry jind penalize 
thrift; that the l%x on improvefments 
is paid by the renter and then by the 
consumer of the hing industry producfs. 
It is airgiied by the site taxer that in-- 
creased tax on lands would compel land 
owners in self-defense to improve their 
lands, and that expansion of business 
and industry M'ould follow a reduction 
of the lax on improvements, otherwise 
business ' and 
industry. 
Where 
taxes 
arc paid ^on 
improvements, 
and 
thij 
renter pays the tax, as is invariably 
the case, it is argued that the industry 
or business of the renter is restricted 
just that much and the state that lays 
the ta.x thereby is working against its 
own business and industria-l growth and 
holding itself 
back' in a 
commercial 
sense. 
The Ijin^ is not made hy a»an, 
hut title in land is given by the state 
to the land owner. 
The single taxers 
flrge that the man "who gets the title 
to the land ought to pay the state for 
protection in that holding.

That's the German ^Plan 
When They Have Any- 
thing to Accomplish. 


Oreova, Hungary,. Dec. 
20.—(Corre- 
spondence of Tlie Associated 
Press)!—i 
Whenever the Germans have a task to 
accomplish, whether in military or civil 
life, they hand it over to experts at the 
work in question. 
That explains why 
the crossing of the Danube at'liam was 
placed in the hands of soldiers from the 
Ndrtli Sea coast, 
who were brought 
throu^i 
three 
kingdoms 
bccaiisc 
no 
other, men in the central powers wore so 


thoroughly fitted to cope with tho con- 
ditions that existed here. 


Ordinarily the heavy storms here do 
not kick up an ocean-like surf on a 
river, especially at points where 
the 
river is less than a third of a mile wide, 
a& it is at 'Ilara (660 yards), but it oc- 
curs there, nevertheless. 
The sailors of 
tho Danube'declare that of all the winds 
that blow, no other ia of precisely the 
Biime character as the storm which they 
call the "kosavo." 
It blows "from be- 
low upwards," scurrying across the sur- 
face of the water and then twisting sky- 
Avard, raising big waves and producing a 
surf of really respectable propoi>tions. 
Even the larger craft are much incon- 
venienced by it, and small boats have no 
])lace on the river when it breaks. 


T() meet tliese conditions», the German 
comniuuder summoned a detachmcnt of 
Gennau pioneers from the North Sea. 
Most of them Vvere born and brought up 
on. the waterfront, and were familiar 
with the handling of boats in surf and 
Itiffh tides from theii* childhood. 
With 


them came a number of surfboata. 
As 
it turned out, the kosava did not set 
in \mtil after the last boatload of troops 
was safely over, but the pioneers' help 
was nevertheless valuable, 
i 
Tho crossing at Ram was less expen- 
sive than that at Belgrade. The pion- 
ceis, as was the eaao at Belgrade, suf- 
fered the most, but one considerable de- 
tachment of troops landed without los- 
ing a man killed ant^ having only three 
or four ^vounded. 
'fhe Serbians, com- 
pletely fooled by sham manoeuvres at 
other points along the Hunganan shore, 
were looking* for the main crossing 
at 
Orsova, where 
they had concentrated 
most of their available troops. 


The crossing at Orsova, which 
took 
place a few days later, met no serious 
cp})osition. The Serbians had a company 
(Oil the Island of Ogradina, but- their 
ilanking fire was inefTecCual. 
On tho 
Serbian shore they Avere surprised com- 
pletely, and the pontoons had nearly 
veacheil the. bank before tl^ey were , fired

Press that (i half-way adequate enemy 
force could have cither 
stopped 
the 
ci'ossing entirely or else made it ter- 
ribly costly. 
As it was, five battalions 
were brought across with the loss of 
five dead and seVen wounded.

crossing was the work of untried Land- 
sturm men, who had b<^en emplqyed as 
communication 
troops. 
The 
Serbianik 
t.sed neither artillery nor machine-guns 
to hinder the crossing. 
They lost 120 
men and three officers in captured.

take much of an imagination to pic- 
ture them as Vikinga. 


Thej'- are Vermont stock, the 
elder 
.Dodge having come from the rocky hills 
of that old state to Niles in the 50's 
and there established a machine and 
blacksmith shop. John and Horace grew 
up in Niles and attended school there, 
going from school into their father's 
shop where they learned the machiniat's 
trade. But they longed for a wider ex- 
j.-erience Und found it after a time in 
liattle Creek and 
still later at Port 
Huron. 


So in 1901 the Dodge boys moved 
across the Detroit river. 
They estab- 
lished themselves in a loft in the old 
Boydeil building and hung out the sign, 
"Dodgo 
Brothers, 
Machinists." 
They 
employed 11 men and boys, and they 
worked harder than anj'one in the plant. 
On the infrequent occasions when John 
Dodge ever speaks of himself he tells of 
Arorkingon Saturday until midnight and 
returning to work at midnight on Sun- 
day. 
It was a rare day, indeed, that 
both did not put in 20 hours, 
Tho.y did 
a gencraAmachining business and they 
made a living and put a few dollars in 
the bank. 


But everyone began talking about the 
coming car of Dodge Brothers. 
That is, 
everyone but the 
Do<lges 
themselves. 
The air around Detroit ^vas filled with 
lumors. 
But there was never a AA'ord 
from those intimately concerned with 
the project. 


The gossip aroused a national curi- 
osity and-on that curiosity was bujit 
the most unique and one of the 'most 
successful selling campaigns in the his- 
tory of American merchandising. 


Originating in the reticence of Dodge 
Brothers to talk about themselves or 
(heir products, it was taken advantage 
of by the sales and advertising organiza- 
tion formed to market the car and be- 
fore that first car appeared in Decem- 
ber, lStl4, thousands 
of dealers 
were 
clamoring for cars and the possible out- 
put could have been many times over.

Los Angeles Now Insisting 
on Strict Regulation of 
the New Contender in 
Transportation Field. 


Ivos Angeles, Cal., Jan. 11.—The jit- 
ney is slowly- being- strangled to death 
in tho city wJierc it was born. 


It is now almo.st extinct. 
The bus 
business has simmered down to a sur- 
vival <»f the fittest and the "fittest" are 
groM Íng fewer every 
da v. 
Less than 
si.v months ago there "wei^ 2,000 jitneys 
in the city, while today there are only 
oOO left. 


Drivers declare that the Pacific Elec- 
tric Co., the .$40,000,000 tran.sportation 
coipnration that for years maintained a 
traflic monopoly here, is, in conjunction 
v.ith a pliant city council, slowly but 
surely t^'ottling the jitney. 


Tlie city council has ruled that jit- 
neys' ipust not run over crowded streets; 
tliat pjissengers must be seated in ma- 
cJiincs; that they must not stand on the 
runniucr boards. If they are carried on 
doors of cars, the dcors must be se- 
curely locked. 
This "crowding ordin- 
nr.ce," councihnen declare, was merely 
foi pn lection of human life. 


Another city law requires jitney driv- 
ers io cany an $1 1.000 iir.rviiity bond. 
•$10,000 for loss of life or injury and 
$1.000 far damage to property in pos 
slble accidents. 
But in case the 
IJUS 
driver s car is smashed he has no re- 
course for damages. 


Drivers of small cars say they cannot 
make expenses if a fair de^ee of crowd- 
ing is not allowed. 
The cost of upkeep 
is too great and the hauls in 
many 
case.^ too long, if any money is, to be 
made. 
Many of these jitntey men were 
va^e earners of.t of work and with fam- 
ilies to su|)pori. They took a rhaucc on 
tiic jitney as a means of livelihood, mak- 
in;j a niayment down on their cars and 
cxj.o! Í iiif; 
fiieir 
bu.sine.ss to wipe out 
<ii<>ir (Mht. Tliey declare that too strict 
If^islation is sounding the doom oí their 
'iii.'Niness.

'•The jitney is still in its infancy," he 
said. "Drivers must organize thorough- 
ly. Busses should be run on a schedule 
I'.nd passengers seated in comfort. The 
touring car must go and the bfls-body 
with cushioned seats, plate glass win- 
dows and electric lights must take its 
jtlace." 


The jitney was originated 
here 
in 


1914. L. P. Draper was the -pjoneer jit- 
ney driver. He owned a small car, but 
was out of a job. 
To nlake bread and 
butter he stuck up a sign on his wind- 
shield and began hauling passengers for 
a o-cent fare. He was soon making big 
money and scores of other men followed 
liis example. An industry sprang up. It 
appalled the traction company. 
The Pa- 
cific Electric claims it has lost $20,000 
a year on account of the "jitney craze." 


The jitney spread rapidly to other 
cities until it has covered the M-holc 
United States. - It has had the most 
phenomenal growth, of any industry on 
record. Now many cities are legislating 
fleverely against it. 
In Oakland, Cal., 
the jitney has heen absolutely prohib- 
ited.

Fourteen races Avere held during 
the season, as compared with five for the 
year before. 
Indianapolis, the father 
of speedways, started the speed ball 
rolling with the annual Decoration day 
afl'air. 
A new record was established 
here v/hen Ralph DePalma won at an 
average speed of 89.84 miles an hour 
for 500 miles. This race seemed to start 
a new era for speed. 
Records were 
smashetl all along the line thereafter. 


lYoni the stand]>oint of competition, 
time, recoi'd breaking and the financial 
I cnefits accruing to the drivers, the year 
was a complete sensation. 
Tlie promo- 
ters made very little, if anything. Com- 
bined thev offered 
purses aggregating 
$289,000. 


Road racing fared 
well, while dirt 
track racing did not flourish well under 
the I. C. M. A., the outlaw body which 
wrested dirt track racing away from 
the control of the American Automobile 
association. 


There is now a complete circuit'of big 


tracks especially constructed for speed, 
embracing the entire 
country, which 


f 
jiarks a great step forward ,for safety 
f both spectators and participants, and 
the arrangements for racing dates is 
such that the populace will not be sur- 
feited in any one locality.

(Indiana Daily Times.) 


Out in California, where a compara- 


tively new tax la\y is in operation, a 
law which provides for

cal taxes being largely on lands, it is

While it has been said that the Repara- 
tion of state .and local revenues anil 
clussilication of tiixablc has worked in 
Ciilifoniiii much better than the gen- 
eral property tax plan, there s,eems to 
be a strong demand for new steps along 
the lin« toward the single tax theory. 


The general idea of the land site 


tax system is to lower the tax rate 
on improvements and to increase the 
tax on lands. 
H is held that the re- 


sults of labor applied to laud should
